Row 2: Shell in shell, ch 3, 5 tr in ch-5 Ip, 

ch 3, shell in shell, dc in 3rd ch of ch-3, 

ch 3, turn. 

Row 3: Shell in shell, ch 3, [dc in tr, ch 1] 4 
times, dc in last tr, ch 3, shell in shell, dc in 
3rd ch of ch-3, ch 3, turn. 

Row 4: Shell in shell, [ch 3, sc in ch-1 sp] 4 
times, ch 3, shell in shell, dc in 3rd ch of ch- 
3, ch 3, turn. 

Rows 5-7: Rep Row 4 having one less ch-3 Ip 
on each row, at end of Row 7 ch 3, turn. 

Row 8: Shell in shell, ch 3, shell in shell, dc 
in 3rd ch of ch-3, ch 3, turn.

Tapestry needle 

Dimensional fabric paints: black, red 
and white 

Miniature chipwood baskets: 3 green 
and 3 red 

 inch-wide satin ribbon: 1 yd each 
green and red and % yd white 
64-inch piece metallic gold %- 
inch—-wide satin ribbon 

Florist wire 

14 yds white *4-inch-wide gathered 
lace 

34-inch strand strung gold pearl beads 
Hot-glue gun 
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Gauge 

5 sc = 1 inch; 5 sc rounds = 1 inch 

Check gauge to save time. 

Pattern Notes 

Weave in loose ends as work progresses. 

Use a scrap of CC yarn to mark rnds. 

Join rnds with a sl st unless otherwise stated.

Basic Body 

Note: Do not join Rnds 1-13. 

Rnd 1: Ch 2, 8 sc in 2nd ch from hook. 

Rnd 2: [Sc in next sc, 2 sc in next sc] 4 times. 
(12 sc) 

Rnds 3-5: Sc in each sc around. 

Rnd 6: Sc dec 6 times. 

Rnd 7: Sc in each sc around. 

Rnd 8: 2 sc in each sc around. (12 sc) 

Rnd 9: [Sc in each of next 3 sc, 2 sc in next 
sc] 3 times. (15 sc) 

Rnds 10-13: Sc in each sc around, stuff with 
fiberfill. 

Rnd 14: Sc dec 7 times, sc in last sc, join in 
next sc; fasten off, leaving length of yarn. 
Using tapestry needle and rem length of yarn, 
sew opening closed. 

Basic Leg (make 2) 

Note: Do not join Rnds 1-4. 

Rnd 1: Ch 2, 7 sc in 2nd ch from hook. 

Rnds 2-4: Sc in each sc around. 

Rnd 5: Sc in each sc around, join next sc; fas- 
ten off, leaving length of yarn. 

Basic Arm (make 2) 

Note: Do not join Rnds 1-3. 

Rnd 1: Ch 2, 6 sc in 2nd ch from hook. 

Rnds 2 & 3: Sc in each sc around. 


Rnd 4: Sc in each sc around, join in next sc; 
fasten off, leaving length of yarn. 


Snowman 


Body & Arms 
With white, rep Basic Body and [Basic Arms] 
twice. 


Hat 

Rnd 1: With black, ch 2, 10 hdc in 2nd ch 
from hook, join in first hdc. 

Rnd 2: Working in back Ips only, sc in each 
hdc around, join in beg sc. 

Rnds 3 & 4: Sc in each sc around, join in beg 
sc. 

Rnd 5: Working in front Ips only, 2 sc in each 
sc around; fasten off, leaving length of yarn. 
With tapestry needle, sew hat to top of head. 


Finishing 
With black paint, make eyes on face and 3 
buttons down front of body. With red paint, 
add smile. Let paints dry. Tie green ribbon 
around neck in a bow. Glue lace around top of 
red basket. Tie small bow with green ribbon 
and glue to front of basket. Glue snowman 
into basket.

Rnds 1-7: With pink, rep Rnds 1-7 of Basic 
Body, fasten off, attach green. 
Rnds 8-14: With green, rep Rnds 8-14 of 
Basic Body, sew opening closed. 


Arm (make 2) 
With green, rep Rnds 1-4 of Basic Arm. 


Ear (make 2) 

With pink, ch 3, sl st in 2nd ch from hook, sc 
in last ch; fasten off, leaving length of yarn. 
With tapestry needle, sew ear to side of head. 


Hat 

Rnd 1: With green, ch 2, 4 sc in 2nd ch from 
hook. 

Rnd 2: [Sc in next sc, 2 sc in next sc] twice. 
(6 sc) 

Rnd 3: Sc in each sc around. 

Rnd 4: [Sc in next sc, 2 sc in next sc] 3 times. 
(9 sc) 

Rnd 5: Sc in each sc around, join in next sc, 
fasten off green, attach white. 
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Rnd 6: With white, sc in each sc around, join 
in beg sc, ch 1, turn. 

Rnd 7: Working in front Ips only, hdc in each 
st around, join in first hdc; fasten off, leaving 
length of yarn. Turn Rnd 7 up to form cuff; 
with tapestry needle, sew hat to top of head. 
Finishing 

With black paint, make eyes on face. With red 
paint, add smile. Let paints dry. Tie white rib- 
bon around neck in a bow. Glue lace around 
top of red basket. Tie small bow with green 
ribbon and glue to front of basket. Glue elf 
into basket. 


Penguin 
Body 
With black, rep Basic Body. 
Wings (make 2) 
With black, ch 2, 6 sc in 2nd ch from hook; 
fasten off, leaving length of yarn. With tapes- 
try needle, sew to side of body. 


Tummy 

With white, ch 3, 4 sc in 2nd ch from hook, 4 
sc in next sc, join in first sc; fasten off, leaving 
length of yarn. With tapestry needle, sew to 
front of body. 


Beak 

With orange, ch 3, sc in 3rd ch from hook; 
fasten off, leaving length of yarn. With tapes- 
try needle, sew beak to center of face. 


Hat 

Rnd 1: With red, ch 2, 10 hdc in 2nd ch from 
hook, join in 2nd ch of beg ch-2. 

Rnd 2: Working in back Ips only, ch 1, sc in 
each sc around, join in beg sc. 

Rnds 3 & 4: Ch 1, sc in each sc around, join 
in beg sc. 

Rnd 5: Working in front Ips only, ch 1, 2 sc 
in each sc around; fasten off, leaving length 
of yarn. With tapestry needle, sew hat to top 
of head. 


Finishing 

With white paint, make eyes on face; let dry. 
With black paint, make pupils on whites of 
eyes; let dry. Tie green ribbon around neck in 
a bow. Glue lace around top of red basket. Tie 
small bow with green ribbon and glue to front 
of basket. Glue penguin into basket. 


Teddy Bear 


Body, Arms & Legs 

With brown, rep Basic Body, [Basic Arms and 
Basic Legs] twice; stuff arms and legs. With 
tapestry needle, sew legs to sides of body at 
bottom; sew arms above legs. 


Snout 

Rnd 1: With brown, ch 2, 6 sc in 2nd ch from 
hook. 

Rnd 2: Sc in each sc around, join in next sc; 
fasten off, leaving length of yarn. Stuff; with 
tapestry needle, sew to face. 


Ears 

With brown, ch 2, 5 sc in 2nd ch from hook; 
fasten off, leaving length of yarn. With tapes- 
try needle, sew ears to top of head. 


Finishing 

With black paint, make eyes on face; let dry. 
Tie red ribbon around neck in a bow. Glue 
lace around top of green basket. Tie small bow 
with red ribbon and glue to front of basket. 
Glue teddy bear into basket. 


Elephant 
Body, Arms & Legs 
With gray, rep Basic Body, [Basic Arms and 
Basic Legs] twice; stuff arms and legs; with 
tapestry needle, sew legs to sides of body at 
bottom; sew arms above legs. 


Trunk 

Rnd 1: With gray, ch 2, 5 sc in 2nd ch from 
hook, join in beg sc. 

Rnd 2: Working in back Ips only, sc in each sc 
around. 

Rnds 3-5: Sc in each sc around. 

Rnd 6: 2 sc in first sc, [sc in next sc, 2 sc in 
next sc] twice. (8 sc) 

Rnd 7: Sc in each sc around, join in next sc; 
fasten off, leaving length of yarn. Stuff trunk; 
with tapestry needle, sew to face. 


Ears (make 2) 

Row 1: With gray, ch 2, 5 sc in 2nd ch from 
hook, ch 1, turn. 

Row 2: 2 sc in each sc across; fasten off, leav- 
ing length of yarn. With tapestry needle, sew 
ears to top of head. 


Finishing 
With black paint, make eyes on face; let dry. 


Tie red ribbon around neck in a bow. Glue 
lace around top of green basket. Tie small bow 
with red ribbon and glue to front of basket. 
Glue elephant into basket. 


Angel 
Body 
Rnds 1-7: With pink, rep Rnds 1-7 of Basic 
Body, fasten off, attach white. 
Rnds 8-10: With white, rep Rnds 8-10 of 
Basic Body. 
Rnd 11: [Sc in next 4 sc, 2 sc in next sc] 3 
times. (18 sc) 
Rnd 12: Sc in each sc around. 
Rnd 13: Sc in each sc around, join in next sc. 
Rnd 14; Working in back Ips only, [sc in next 
sc, dec] 6 times, stuff. (12 sc) 
Rnd 15: Dec around, join in next sc; fasten 
off, leaving length of yarn. With tapestry nee- 
dle, sew opening closed. 


Sleeve (make 2) 

Rnd 1: With white, ch 2, 8 sc in 2nd ch from 
hook. 

Rnds 2-4: Sc in each sc around. 

Rnd 5: Sc in each sc around, join in next sc; 
fasten off, leaving length of yarn. With tapes- 
try needle, sew sleeves to sides of body with 
round end at shoulders. 

Hair 

Cut 8 (3-inch) pieces yellow pompadour yarn, 
glue to top of head from front to back with 
yarn shorter in front for bangs. 

Cut 12 (3-inch) pieces yellow pompadour yarn 
and glue to top of head centered from side to 
side; trim as desired. 


Finishing 

Glue strung gold pearl beads to top of hair for 
halo. With black paint, make eyes on face. 
With red paint, add smile. Let paints dry. Tie 
white ribbon around neck in a bow. 

For wings, make a loop with gold metallic rib- 
bon and glue ends tog. Fold Ip in half and 
gather in center with florist wire. Trim wire 
and glue wings to back of angel. 

Glue lace around top of green basket. Tie 
small bow with red ribbon and glue to front of 
basket.
